Tlie Baby Bond and the Weideman are new 
slakes. The former will have an added value of 
SI. 1.70. while the adtled value of the latter will be , 
Sl.OtMI. First money in the Bab.v Bond Handicap . 
will be a Liberty Bond worth $1,009: second money . 
will lie a Libert.v Bond of $100. and the ow'ner of ^ 
the third horse will get a Liberty Bond worth $50. 
This stake was <lecid^ on as one means of showing 
fiatriotism and helping in the sale of Liberty Bonds : 
an>l. as all of the horsemen are more than anxious ; 
t<» do their bit to help tlieir country, it is exiiected 
that the best horses here will face tlie harrier in it. 

The condition hooks will be ready for distribu- 
tion among the horsemen in a few days, as they 
were tum^ over to tlie printer today by Judge 
M'illiam H. Shelle.v. In addition to the eight 

slakes, there is a liberal sprinkling of $700 over- 

night handicaps and purse races, and every calibre 
of thonmghbred will have plent.v of opimrtunity to 
«mm liraekets at the <*omiug meeting. 

Because of the miidd.v condition of the course, 
the track proiwr again teas closed today, and the 
horses which were given gallops used the inside 

training track. Tlie cbfsing of the track caused the 
iNMtiHwement of the first schooling of horses, but 
barring further rain, the main course will be open 
tomorrow and assistant starter Jim Osborne will 
liegin his task of educating the two-year-olds at 
the lia trier. 

Arrangements are being made to handle the war 
tax profMisitioii licr<' in a manner that will cause 
iHi ciMigestioii. even on the oiieiiing day, and it is 
«'ertaitt tliat tlM» riiitiMl States tlovernment will 

realixi* a handsome sum from this soiirt'e. The i»a- 
tnius u'bo pun-base day liadges will have to stop 
only at the one ticket office, as tlie.v will bu.v 
tlieir ticket and war tax together, while a booth 
will lie installed to sell war tax <*oui>ous for the 
holders of complimentar.v and guests* tickets who 
visit tlie rair track only occasionally. Tliey may 
purchase as mau.v of these i-oii{ions as tliey desire 
tlM* first day and save themselves the trouble of 
getting in Hue on future days.

HOBSES OF MOKE OB LESS FBOHDIENCE IN BECENT YEABS 
WHICH FAILED TO APFEAB IN THE BACIN6 OF 1917 

+ — 

Donerail, the Kentucky Derby winner of 1$13, is the most prominent of the horses appearing in the 
third installment of racers which failed to face the starter during the year 1917. Donerail furnished the 
racing surprise of the year 1913 when he 'won the Kentucky Dertiy. defeating Ten Point, the favorite, and 
running the mile and a quarter in 2:04 5^, li new track record for the distance. Donerail had shown noth- 
ing as a two-year-old or as a three -year -old previous to the Derby to give him any consideration in the 
big Kentucky ra«-e. with the result that he went to the post a neglected outsider and the few who wag- 
ered on his chances were rewarded with the handsome return of nearly 100 to 1 for every dollar wagered. 
Donerail was a fast horse and able to carry his speed over a considerable distance of ground. While he 
won several notable contests after his Derby performance. Donerail was not a consistent racer and, 
wliereas. at times he beat horses of superior merit, he also met defeat at the bands of racers much in- 
ferior to himself. Duquesne, Dennis Staiford. Dr. Duenner and Deduction, all consistent and useful racers, 
also appear in this list, the horses comprising it and their records being as follows:

Ibiwie. Md.. April 9. — Inoes.sant rainfall rendereil 
tlie t'oiirse at Bowie a veritable quagmire today and 
scratclies were numerous throogbont the afternoon. 

A good crowd braved the inclement weather and 
gathered in numbers in ra^ximity to the machines 
in the enclosure, braving the downpour only to wit- 
ness the actual running of the races. 

The pr<«ram offered many good numbers despite 
the riddling by the scratch man and mudlarks 
were to the fore in every event. 

When the committee of prominent citiaens of 
Prince Georges I'onnty awaited on Governor Har- 
rington yesterday at Annapolis, to plead the eaus«* 
of the recently enaeted racing commission bill, it 
was learned that Bowie is probably facing Its last 
season of thoroughbred racing. When the delega- 
tion, headed by Hampton Macgnider. president of 
the Southern Maryland Agricultural Association, 
presented their case, they suffered a severe shock 
when the fact was brought to light that a counter 
bill fashioned somewhat after the late lamentnl 
Fox anti-gaming measure, had been passed by the 
House committee for the county and had been 
jammed through the Legislature. This knowledge 
was the first had of the anti -betting measure anil 
the fact that it passed the Senate and the House 
without its main feature being detected, plainly 
illustrates the loose Marjlund method ot passing 
laws. 

In addition to this measure the racing men found 
t«* their discomfiture that an article had beeV'iipP 
Iiended to their own measure creating the commis- 
sion exempting them from the $730 daily tax, which 
was tlieir chief argument for th*? signing of the 
bill. This evidently happened while the Bowie mo- 
guls were asleep at the switch, for Mr. Macgmder 
rapidly waived the exemptkm claim and agreed, as 
originally intended, that the assessment would h« 
paid and devoted to county road work.
